It is not putting it too strong to say 


that the Macon County Old Settlors 
picnic, in progress at Riverside Park to- 
day, is tho best they have ever held 
The weather is all that any pne coulo 
wish and the people came in buggies 
and other vehicles for miles around 
Others came in on trains from distant 
parts of the < ounty and not a few from 
adjoining counties. Everybody enjoyed 
tho meeting and singing and speaking 
was never more attentively listened to. 
At least a thousand people were on the 
grounds this forenoon and nearly that 
Full number were un3er the canopy and 
along its edges listening to the exer 
cises. This afternoon several thousand 
are at the Park. 


At 10 o'clock J. R. Gorin, the preei 


dent of the association, called the com- 
pany to order and the quartette, com- 
posed of Bert Gher, D. L. Bunn, Miss

He 
lid this extemporaneously and made 
much amusement by describing how the 
arly settlers assembled in Decatur to 
ee the first locomotive and the engineer. 
The people," said Mr. Braden, "had an 
dea that the engineer must be a powerful 
man to run so big a machine as they 
understand an engine to be. 
After 


ooking the engine over carefully, one of 
he company remarked.- 'Well, it don't 
ake much of a fellow to run a locorao- 
ive;' and, said Braden, "it don't take 
much of a man to make an address of 
velcome." 


After Mr. Braden finished, the quartet 
ang"Swinging Under the Apple Tree," 
,nd Rev. D. P. Howe, pastor of the 
''irst M. E. church, Decatur, was intro- 
:uced and delivered a most magnificent 
and patriotic address, which pleased the 
)ld settlers very much; in fact they were 
aptured by its spirit and logic. Mr. 
lowe said, in part: 
Mr. Emerson says that to paint a tree 
orrectly a man must become one. Is 
t not true that to talk to people accep- 
ably a man must be one of them. To 
;alk to the Masonic fraternity accepta- 
)ly a man must have traveled that road, 
xperiencing the beauty of its ruins, the 
angers of its highwaymen and the ag- 


ony o'f its torturous passages. Who so 
well qualified to talk to the old soldier 
is the comrade in the ranks? So on 
his ground to-day who so well fitted to 
ddress these old settlers as one of their 
wn number? Because of this fact I 
eel somewhat disqualified for my task 
o-day for I am not an Old Settler. And 
shall not attempt to pass myself as one, 
or I remember well the oft quoted say- 


r, "You can't fool Old Settlers." Still 
.ile I am not an old settler, perhaps I 


im not altogether disqualified. I have 
>een a resident of this state nearly 
hirty years. So while I have not ta- 
ten the fellowcraft degree, yet 1 am an 
Entered Apprentice. I have lived in a 
og cabin on a puncheon floor, and eaten 
orn pone and johnny-cake cooked at 
he fireplace. This is not going as far aa 
some; notably the family that lived in a 
abin built around the stump of a large 
;ree; this stump served as a dining 
able. They baa no chairs but used 
mmpkins instead. Their bill of fare 
was limited to potatoes, boiled with the 
peeling on. When these took their 
ilace on tne stump the guest was invi- 
ed to dinner in these words: "Boll up a 
lumpkin stranger, and skin a tater with 
us."' I have gone to school in a log 
cabin and sat on a slab. But this is 
lot up to the experience of an old set- 
ter who told me that his school was in a 
og corn-crib adjoining a log-stable; they 
mtered _the school room by passing 
trough * the stable and climbing over 
he log partition into the crib. When 
me of the horses neighed some boy was 
jure to go through with the same per- 
ormance. For one year I tusseled with 
;he ague, that indigenous spirit that ex- 
ended to every new comer a< hearty 
shake and a warm reception. I spent 
my forenoons under Alpine heights of 
coverlets, and while my teeth played a 
malarial medley I dreamed I Iran adrift 
with Dr. Kane on an iceberg in the 
open polar sea with the mercury away 
down somewhere in the old Azoic rocks. 
The afternoons were put in with Living- 
stone surveying the Equator with the 
sun right over head ana aeemingly only 
a mile away. That wax when the fever 
came up. The next day I farad purnp- 


tuously on quinine, blue mass and bone 
set tea. If it had not been for Christo 
pher Columbus America might not have 
been discovered; but if rt had not been 
for quinine I feel almost certain thai 
this part would never have been set 
tied. I never walked to church bare 
footed to save my shoes, putting them 
on near the door, but I have been ar 
rayed in garments that were neither 
purple or fine linen. Not so bad how 
ever, as an old friend of mine down ii 
Fayetto county, who possessed a pair o: 
new buckskin pants. 
After a day's 


hunt, in which he got them thoroughly 
soaked with' water he stood before a 
roaring fire in the cabin to dry them out 
They began to contract; they contracted 
faster than the currency tho past year, 
and with the same result. There was a 
panic. Those pants were hot. So was 
he. He slapped first one leg and then 
another, and then executed the Scotch 
reel, the Highland fling and the Irish 
jig all at once, and threw in some extra 
movements Delsarte never dreamed of. 
Like the man with the bear he wanted 
somebody to help him let go of those 
trousers. No, there are a good many ex- 
periences of yours of which I cannot say 
All these things have I kept from my 
couth up, what lack, I yet? In order to 
ie an old settler I lack a good many 
things which only old Father Time can 
give me. Still there are some truths 
suggested to me by this gathering to 
which 1 call your attention.

THE whisky trust and the sugar trust, 


having contributed freely to the success 
of the Democratic party in 1892, got 
what they wanted in the tariff bill, and 
though the result will be to increase the 
price of sugar to the consumer, the dear, 
deluded people will be asked by Mr.

and sugar, which they all voted against 
in the passage of the senate bill only a 
few minutes before. Every Democratic

Misdirected by designing 
and foolish agitators, at at time when 
there was some contention between the 
managers of the works and the men, in 
relation to wages, and there was a fair 
prospect of coining to an understanding, 
the employes peremptorily laid down 
their tools and quit work.

The men

books was a mere subterfuge on the 
part of the managers. 


Instead of seeking work elsewhere, 


they undertook to force the company to 
take them back at wages they them- 
selves might name. In other words 
they proposed that the concern should 
do no business until it acceded to their 
demands. The professional labor lead- 
ers who were at the bottom of it made 
the deceived workingmen believe that 
all they had to do to win was to "hold 
out'' A man by the name of Debs, 
filially, as a pretext

thing, 
took up 


the cause of the Pullman strikes 
He attempted to tie up the entire com- 
merce of the United States, and after 
having done so to command the mana- 
gers of the Pullman works what wages 
they should pay. His scheme cost the 
country 880,000,000 and started himself 
and many of his tools on the road to 
punishment for insurrection, but it did 
cot help the Pullman strikers. Their 
money was gone and their families that 
were once happy ard well fed came to 
want 
Contributions ceased. Many 


made application for their former places 
and were accepted. The places others 


had left were filled by new men and the 
works started «p again. Those who 
listened to demagogues and refused to 
listen to newspapers and men who gave 
them good advice and did not appeal to 
their 
prejudices, refused to go to 


work until 
yesterday, when 
they 


made a general 
break 
for their 


old places, but it was too late. 
The places had been filled. The last 
milestone had been reached. They had 
been to relief headquarters at Kensing- 
ton, and instead of finding relief they 
found posted on the door the following: 
'•Closed Until Further Notice." 
And 


then it was that they deserted the dem- 
agogues and turned toward their old 
employes, who had always paid them 
their wages; but it was too late. 


They have no money. Neither they 


nor their families have anything to eat. 
They can't get away, and unless the 
hand of charity is extended to these 
once prosperous mechanics they must 
suffer. Much has been said, against 
Geo. M. Pullman. Much that has been 
said may be true, but bad as Qeo. M. 
Pullman may be, he is one of those 
American citizens who has the genius 
to conduct a business at a profit that 
employe thousands of American work- 
ingmen, with their families, and is always 
able to pay them their wages. He may 
be proud and arrogant, and mean and 
cold, but whatever ho is, he is worth 
more to the thousands of men he em- 
ployed and paid than nil the labor lead 
ere and walking delegates that could be 
corralled in a ten-acre field; and the 
great Pullman strike proves the asstr 
tion.

The Assassin of President Carnot 


Guillotined 


AT LYONS AT 5 O'CLOCK THIS HORflIHG. 


A Severe Rainstorm Drives Away Most 


of the Idle Sightseers—The Mur- 


derer Dies Shouting "Long 


Life to Anarchy." 


I/ross, Ang-. 16.—Santo Cesario, the 


murderer of President Carnot, was 
guillotined at 5 o'clock this morning1. 
The scene of the execution it, about 
fifty metres from the prison. Three 
hours before the time set for the execu- 
tion a detachment of troops, compris- 
ing the ninth batallion of infantry and 
two squadrons of the seventh cuiras- 
siers took possession of the ground. 
They were reinforced later by g-en- 
darmes and policemen. 


Delbler, the executioner, arrived at 


3 o'clock, bringing with him the well - 
know guillotine. The ran conveying 
the guillotine was 'escorted by gen- 
darmes on horseback. The operation of 
erecting the machine occupied an 
hour. 


There was a heavy shower during 


the night, which had the effect 8f driv- 
ing away nearly all the curiosity seek- 
ers who gathered only to witness the 
execution. At 8 o'clock there were 
hardly a hundred persons waiting. 


. Sometime before daylight the weather 


improved, and the curious began to 
gather again. 


A few minutes before 5 o'clock the 


condemned man was led from his cell 
to the guillotine. 
His arms were 


firmly bound behind him. When the 
attendants seized him to lay him under 
the knife, he struggled fiercely to free 
himself. 


At 4:55 o'clock all was ready. Cesario 


shouted: "Courage, comrades! 
Long 


live anarchy!" 
The knife f >11 
at 


5 o'clock precisely and Cesario's head 
dropped into the basket.

APPOINTED DHDER THE O'EEILL LAW 


To Investigate the Recent Disastrous 


Strike of the American Railway Union 
—Government Ownership of Rail- 


roads the True Solution. 


Cnic\oo. Aug. 10.—The National La- 


DOT commission began its session in the 
federal building at 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning. 
Labor Commissioner 


Carroll D. Wright occupied the chair 
liy virtue of his office, as provided in 
the O'Neill law of 1888, under which 
the commission is acting. On either 
side of him sat the two men appointed 
by the president—John D. Kernnn, of 
Utico, N Y.. and J. N. E. Worth ing- 
ton, erf Peoria, 111. All the members 
are clone students of labor questions 
and took the deepest and most mani- 
fest intercut in the proceedings from 
the start.

present. It wax announced that lie 
had been under a physician's care for 
three weeks, but that despite that fact 
he would appear before the eommls- 
alnn to-day and testify. 


•lamps K. Snrerelfrn, general master 


workman Kni^hta of Labor, was the 
only other witness examined. Mr. 
Howard will resume the stand some 
time to-day. 


A spirit of earnestness pervaded the 


entire proceeding. Much pains was 
taken to get at the innermost facts. 
Although the president's commission 
creating the board provides for the In- 
Tcctigation to extend to the Chicago, 
Bock Island & Pacific and the Illinois 
Central roads only, the board believes 
it i* warranted in looking into the en- 
tire strike, beginning with the differ- 
ences at Pullman. It Is not improba- 
ble that Ueorge A Pullman himself 
trill be subpoenaed. 


At the afternoon session Mr. How- 


ard was again put on the stand and 
continued his testimony of the morn- 
ing. 
He said that to his knowledge 


the members of the American Railway 
union had never interfered with unor- 
ganized labor. 
He admitted that 


members had counseled nonnnion men 
to quit work, but he would not ac- 
knowledge that this was indirectly 
even a cause of violence. 


"Do you," said Mr. Kernan, *'think 


that the destruction of property in- 
jures the strikers or the companies 
jnost?" 


"It certainly injures the men most. 


I have never known a strike where 
violence was used that was not lost to 
the men " 


When asked whether he did not 


think all labor unions should disci- 
pline their men when they used vio- 
lence. Mr Howard answered that they 


,' should, and that this had long been 


the policy of the American Railway 
union. He thought all labor organiza- 
tions should I>e brought into line in a 
common organization which would 
force attention to the rights of labor." 


"Have -yon nnv plan to suggest," 


askrd Mr. Kernan, "whereby these 
troubles can be ameliorated or less- 
ened?" 


"Yes, sir: I have. I believe that the 


only solution of this problem lies in 
the government ownership of rail- 
roads. Since the railroads must fly to 


" *•- th« government for protection when- 


ever they get into trouble, I believe 
the government should own and fully 
control the railroads." 


"Do yon make this statement in the 


Interest of labor or in the interest of 
the whole country?" 


"As an American citizen." 
"Isn't it tone, Mr. Howard, that in 


all countries where the government 
owns the railroads the service of these 
roads ban been worse and the rate 
higher than in the countries where 
roads are rnn by private enterprise." 


"I don't think so." 
"I think that history shows it" 
Mr. Howard explained that even if 


this were true, the main benefit would 
be that there would be no more strikes. 
He advocated pensioning all employes 
of railroads over 60 years old. 


Mr. Kernan argued with Mr. Howard 


at length on this question, the mem- 
bers of the commission hold ing that 
government holdings of railroads 
would be pernicious, because it would 
create a vast number of employes who 
might nave differences with the gov- 
ernment and Injure the life of the re- 
public. Mr. Kernan brought all his 
best arguments into use, and for a time 
nonplussed the American 
Railway 


union v!ce-o«»Hlent The latter used 
tie 'arguments that the postal em- 
ployes represented a small army. "These 
Joeo." raid Mr. Howard, "have never 
.struck. 
Some time ago when they 


wanted wore money they simply asked 
for it. [twm*referred to the proper par- 
ties and the aien rot what they wished. 
This is a case in point." 


Mr Howard said the American Rail- 
' 
union wfes not to *»"»•** eomi 


pulsory arbitration. He thought the 
solution of the labor problem must be 
left to the people themselves, after the 
corporations had first held out the 
olive branch. 
Master Workman Sovereign testified 


next. Mr. Sovereign thought the best 
w«,'/ to settle strikes would be through 
courts. He believed that if a man -was 
discharged the court should fix the 
damage for such discharge provided 
such discharge was unjust. 
He 


warmly advocated the government 
ownership of railroads. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Sovereign's 


testimony the commission adjourned 
until 10 o'clock this morning. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The house 


bill to place sugar on the free list was 
taken up in the senate early in to-day's 
proceedings and occupied attention up 
to the time of adjournment. In con- 
nection with it a communication was 
read to the senate from Secretary Oar- 
lisle to Senator Harris, acting chair- 
man of the finance committee, giving 
figures to show that with sugar on the 
free list there would be a treasur/'de- 
ficit of from 839,000,000 to <$30,000,000. 


Despite that communication a mo- 


tion n as made by Mr. lierry that the 
senate proceed to the consideration of 
the bill, and that motion was antag- 
onized liy one offered by Mr. Harris 
that the bill bo referred to the com- 
mittee on finance. Mr. Harris made 
an argument in support of his motion. 


Speeches against a reference and in 


favor of the passage of the house bill 
were made by Senators lierry, Vest 
an.l Mills 


Mr. Vest's speech was made in the 


execution of his promise to turn the 
calcium light on the history ol the bill 
in the finance committee, the demo- 
era tic caucus and the conference com- 
mittee. As usual he was earnest and 
impassioned; and there was no lack of 
frankness or plain speaking in his re- 
marks 
His allusions to tne president 


wens especially entertaining to sena- 
tors and to the galleries. 


The president found a defender in 


Mr. Vilas, and the action of the demo- 
cratic partv in congress in passing the 
bill was supported and justified by Mr. 
Palmer. 


The day's proceedings were closed 


with a highly amusing scene between 
Mr. Chandler (rep., N. H.) and Mr. Har- 
ris (dem.. Tenn.), in which Mr. Chan- 
dler borrowed the words, tone and 
manner of Mr. Harris on several occa- 
sions during the debate on the tariff 
bill, to the effect that the day had been 
wasted in useless discussion, and that 
the country was weary of such debates 
and was demanding immediate action. 


Notice of an amendment to the free 


sugar bill was given by Mr. Jones 
(dem , Ark.) imposing a duty of 30 per 
cent, ad valorem on all sugars). 


Without any action whatever on the 


bill, the senate, at 5:05 p. m., ad- 
journed. 


HOUSE. 


The house reassembled to-day after 


a day's rest, and the members showed 
the relaxation from the strain of Mon- 
day's'session by a general lislesstness. 
There were two propositions advanesd 
looking to the enactment of legislation 
for a freer use of silver; but neither of 
them could secure consideration. One, 
suggested by Mr. Ulack, was based 
upon the decreasing gold reserve, and 
the other by Mr. Talbert upon the pass- 
age of the tariff bill. 


A bill to enable the secretary of 


agriculture to more perfectly carry out 
the purposes of the act of March 3, 
1891, providing for the inspection of 
live stock and meats that are the sub- 
jects of interstate commerce, was 
passed, after a brief statement by Mr. 
Hatch of the necessity for it. The la\v 
was ineffective to prevent the ship- 
ment and sale of carcasses condemned 
by the inspectors and ordered to be 
sent to rendering vats. 


A bill was passed authorizing the 


construction of a bridge over Newark 
bay by Hudson and Union counties, 
New Jersey, and a bill providing that 
all contracts hereafter executed for the 
payment of any 
sum of money, 


whether in gold, silver or coin, may be 
discharged by any money which is by 
law a legal tender for the payment of 
debts when the contract matures, was 
discussed for a time without action 


The conference report on the snndry 


civil appropriations bill of an agree- 
ment on all items was agreed to. 


The report on the general deficiency 


bill gave rise to a discussion of the 
item appropriating 81,800,000 to pay the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Co. for trans- 
portation of troops, mails and mer- 
chandise under a judgment by the su- 
preme court, which was not concluded 
when the house adjourned. 


DIABOLICAL ATTEMPT 


To Wreck a Train on the. Little Rock « Fort 


Scott Ballwaj. 


LITTLB ROCK, Ark., Aug. 16.—The 


west-bound passenger train on the Lit- 
tle Rock & Fort Smith railroad wa£ 
wrecked on the trestle jnst this side of 
Mayflower, twenty miles from this city, 
shortly before Tuesday midnight, and 
it was a miracle that a number of peo- 
ple were not killed. In the center of 
the high trestle the engine crushed 
into a huge pole which had been laid 
across the track. 


The train was running, so rapidly 


that the pole was knocked to one side, 
only breaking the pilot wheels of the 
engine. During the recent strike a 
similar attempt was made at the iden- 
tical spot. 


Reported Victory of Japanese Meet Offl- 
claUy Denied. 


LOTOOX, Aug. Id.—The Shang-Hai 


correspondent of the Central News 
says that the Yokohama report that 
there was an engagement between the 
Chinese and Japanese fleets on August 
11, and that the Japanese were vic- 
torious, is denied officially.

TO BE SENT BACK. 


The Refugee Ex-President of Son 


Salvador and Party 


WILL HOT BE ALLOWED TO DISEMBARK 


At San Francisco, But Win be Held on 


the Steamer Bennington Until the 


Arrival of Warrants for 


Their Arrest. 


SAN 
FEANCISCO, 
Aug. 
15. — The 


United States steamer 
Bennington, 


with the Salvadorian 
refugees on 


board, was sighted about thirty miles 
south of the heads last night. The 
first intimation of her arrival was re- 
ceived in the city from the towboat 
chartered by the government to inter- 
cept a gunboat, returning to the city 
for provisions after having delivered 
the dispatches to the commander of 
the incoming war vessels. 


Extraordinary precautions had been 


taken by the government officers to 
prevent the Bennington reaching in- 
land waters. Lieut. Stoney, of the 
navy yard at Marc Island, had been or- 
dered to keep vigilant watch for her 
and to speak her outside the three-mile 
limit. He had been out on the ocean 
since Saturday night on a chartered 
tug 
/ 


Last night,notwithstanding the prev- 


alence of a heavy fog, the Bennmg- 
ton't, lights were made out, and shortly 
afterwards he delivered the orders to 
Commander Thomas from the com- 
mandant at the Mare Island navy 
yard, to remain outside until further 
orders from Washington. 


Gen. Antonio Ezeta and his brother 


refugees viewed the approach of the tug 
with apprehension, which was changed 
to consternation when they learned 
that the Bennington was to remain off 
shore until certain warrants in which 
they were largely interested arrived 
from Washington. They made several 
attempts to send letters ashore by the 
tug's crew, but Capt Rasmussen kept 
a vigilant lookout, and no communica- 
tion save that brought by Lieut. 
Stoney reached shore. 


The tug remained but a short time 


alongside, and Lieut. Stoney returned 
to this city, and the tug waa then or- 
dered to Mare Island. Stores were 
taken on board, and late last night ar- 
rangements were completed to start off 
to the Bennington with a supply of 
provisions. 


It was rumored that Stony carried 


warrants in his pocket for the arrest of 
the refugees when he left this morn- 
ing, but this is not believed to be cor- 
rect. The vessel is well out to sea. 


The point of interest now is the ar- 


rival of the warrants from Washington. 
Naval authorities know to the hour 
when to expect them, and when they 
reach San Francisco Lieut. Stoney will 
probably pay another vibit to the gun- 
boat. She will be in a position where 
she may easily be found. 


The general 
impression prevails 


among federal officers here that they 
will not have anything to do with the 
case. 


United States Commissioner Ilea- 


cock, before whom international ex- 
tradition matters are brought, said to- 
c'ay that he had received nothing offi- 
cially as to Ezeta; but from pievions 
dispatches, he understood that the 
state department had taken all the 
necessary testimony and had ordered 
ftzeta to be turned over to the agent of 
the Central American government. 
This would place the ca.se beyond the 
right of habeas corpus If the case 
had not been finally disposed of he 
thought the order would have been to 
turn the ex-president over to an Dnited 
States officer. 


United States District - Attorney 


Knight takes the same view. He adds' 
"The steamship City of Sydney sails 
for Central American ports next Sat- 
urday at noon, and if the warrants ar- 
rne and my suppositions be oorieet, 
the refugees will go back to San Sal- 
vador on her, and never set foot raSan 
Francisco unless they should 02 ac- 
quitted at home and return here.'

STEAMER AGROUND. 


Her Thousand I'uddi-ngerH Paulo Stricken, 


but Lauded in Safety. 


NEW YOKK, Aug. 15.—It has been 


learned that the steamer Gen. Hloeum 
is aground near the Rockaway inlet. A 
steamer carried some of her passengers 
to Rockaway and they returned to this 
city by the Long Island railroad. The 
remainder of the passengers were taken 
off by the steamer Angler and landed 
at Twenty-first street, East river. 


There were over 1,000 passengers on 


board the Slocum when she started 
from Eockawoy. A fierce squall was 
encountered, the steamer became un- 
manageable and was driven aground on 
the beach inside the inlet in Jamaica 
bay.

In 1852 a new building was 


opened. For some time more space has 
been required, and a new blind institu- 
tion has been built and was opened re- 
cently. 


— Tho Normal and Industrial insti- 


tute for the colored people at Tuskeer 
gee, Ala., has just closed its thirteenth 
year. The institute began with just 
nothing, except an appropriation ot 
82,000 from the state for tuition. It 
began in a little church andjshanty, 
which it did not own, with one'teacher 
and 300 scholars. It now holds proper- 
ty to the amount of $200,000 free, In- 
cluding lands, buildings, live stock, 
apparatus, etc. It has 701 pupils and 
48 teachers in the various departments. 
It has graduated 16S students, who are 
doing good work in the various depart- 
ments of life as teachers, farmers, me- 
chanics, etc., and its influence is felt 
among- the colored people all over the 
south.

more scientifically the "Nepenthes." 
This plant receives its nourishment 
through large bulbs, resembling over- 
grown pea pods, growing on its stalks, 
rather than through roots. It is a 
carnivorous plant, very gluttonous in 
its appetite for flies and other imf or-" 
tnnate members of the bug family 
which happen within its reach. The 
pods are half full of intoxicating liq- 
uor, calculated to give any poor crawl- 
er the most horrible "jag" of his life, 
and when the plant "has its li- 
cense," the- top of the bulb closes 
over, disclosing the enticing fluid 
within and a sugared lining leading 
down to it, which immediately attracts 
the passing insect, who puts the fatal 
cup to his lips and drinks until he falls 
head over heels into the digestive 
organs of the dreadful Nepenthes, and 
no matter whether he be a hard-shelled 
beetle or a tender mosquito, he is 
gobbled up, bones and all. On the un- 
der side of some of the lids grow long, 
sharp pins, which stab the unfortunate 
bugs trying to escape, and on others 
nature has paved the way to ruin by 
laying out a sort of boulevard, fenced 
in on either side with a hedge of thorns 
which leads to the mouth of the cap, 
To prevent adulteration of the llqaor, 
the l$ds close when a rainstorm is ap- 
prehended, affording in the wonderful 
plant e, barometer as well as a curiosity.
